Thesermon wasa very timely
oune, i view of the discussion now going on
regarding revision, In his address, which
was a lepgthy one, Mr. Donehoo said:

*The one dark spot in the character of
Calvin, which centuries will not obliterste,
was his barsl. unchristian and Ygrbarous
treatment of Servetus. The more the case is
studied the more cruel and indefensible does
his conduot appear.
varied stlainments, much given to contro-
versy, a man o! copsiderable mediecal skill,
and a sincere believer in the doctrines for
which he at last lnid down his life, Perse-
cuted by both Catholic and Protestant,
Lutheran and Zwinglian, he maintained
his opinions with a courage that was worthy
of a more orthodox fuith,

FIXED IN HIS FAITH.

“Driven from city to city, imprisoned
and threatened with death, be at last sought
temporary sojourn st Geneva, despite the
threat opeuly mude by Calvin that he
shonld mpever leawve that town alive if he
conld prevent it. Angust 3 13563 he was
recognized in Geneva by Calvin and
promptly arraigned for his hereticaljbeliefs,
On the 26:h day of October he woa prose-
cuted before the council by Calvin and
prompiiv convieted and econdemued to death
ut the stake, nnd executed on the day fol-

lowing. While pleading for that mercy
which mizht weil have been granted and
nromising 1o leave, on his relesse, for
Spain, he wus bound to the stake,
utteriv  refusing to recant his opinions,
apd dyiog with these words upon his
lips, ‘Jesus, thou Son of the eternal
God, have merey on me,” The odium which
attaches tothts inhuman deed of Calvin in

putting to desth the defenseless person in
I.in Lands is not 1o be justified by the con-
dition of the times in which he lived, and is
especially deserving of car unqualified con-
demnation as eoming from one who professed
such profound acquaintance with the prin-

ciples of our holy religi ». The man who
Enew so much about the divine purposes
ought 1o have known that his duty was todo

justice and lave merey and walk bumbly
fore his God., With thisexampls of his

mothods ozne is wall justified in carefully
examining the iron logic with which he forti-
fiedd hiis beliels belore they aceept them with
implicit faith,

LEADS TO PFROTESTS,

“The more we admire him for his pro-
found rescarches into the miysieries of the
divine government, and for his unseifish la.
bors in the ivterests of truth and godliness,
the more earnestly does it become us 1o pro-
test against that intolerant spirit which led
him to bring apan himself the guilt of mur-
dering oue who was answerable alone to his
Creator lor his relizious belieta

“Taking Jolin Calviu all i all, he was a
most remarksble character and deserving of

lasting honors for his deep
researches into the mysteries  of
God's character and purposes, but

that the oracles of God were committed 1w
him exclusively I do wmot believe, nor
would not, even though the fate of Bervetus
was threatened against me if I dured o pro-
test agaionst anvy of his opinions. So faras
hie doctrines commend themselves to my en-
lightened judgment, as tounded on the
plain word of God, 1 assent to them, but not
ooe inch farther ean 1 go. His harsh and
intelerant spirit, so lackiog in sympathy for
others’ weaknesses, impairs one's faith io
kis doctrines, even though they may be
sirengthened by the iron-bound Jogie which
he was wont to vield so adroitly, and which,
doubtless, oiten led him unconscionsly to
harmouize God's charseter to his own un-
charitable and unyielding views of right
and justice.™

CREED AND CONDUCT.

The Sabject of Rev, Dr. Cownn's Sermon,
Last Evonlog. )

“Creed and Conduct,” was the subjsct of
the evening sermon of Rev. Dr. E. P.
Cowan, at the Third Presbyterian Church,
His text was from St. John's Gospel, xii.,
46: “I am come a light into this world,
that whosoever believeth on me should
not abide in darkpess” Dr ‘Gowan
eaid: “This text carries withs It
the idea that it does make some difference
what s man believes. A man’s belief, in
the man, influences his conduct. Some-
times men seem to act contrary to their be-
lief, because we do not know what their real
belief is. What s man believes is his creed.
Creed is from the Latin word credo, I be-
lieve. It ie bardly possible that & man
has mot thought some on the grest
subject of religion. A man who has no be-
lief on that question will never be in dan-
ger from brain fever. If a man belicves
that he onght not to believe anvthing, t_hal
is his ereed. T believe that what men think
concerning God and religion can be system-
atized and put into definite form. Thus the

| apostolic ereed is the belief of the whole

Christian world. The most condensed state-
wment of the doetrines of the gospel is that of
St Paul, “Believe in the Lord Jesus
Christ.”” That is a creed in an acorn shell.
The man who believes tiat much, must be-
lieve all that it earries with it, It means
belief in all that Jesus tanght. il

“Beeause the mind of mun is logical it is
sbsolutely essential to form these beliels
into systeme, It is the spreading out of the
mighty oak from the acorn siell, I believe
that many of the minuter distinctions of
creeds, which have no influence upon char-
neter, are not worth auarrelingabout. The
division between the old school and the new
school Preshyterians was so fine that it was
impossibie that it should influence charac-
ter. 1 have heard that a church in this city
divided on the momentous issue whether the
clergy should read one or two lines, in giv-
ing out the hywmn. i

“Great systems of theology bave modified
character and produced certain types. Cal-
vin's old system of theology need not be
ashamed of the type of character it has
formed. 1 depreeate change of these sys-
tewms in our day.of doubt and unbeliel—even
the chance of what might be called infeliei-
ties of expression, since they are not essen-
tial and do not affect character. Ideprecate
the spectacle that some of our brethren are
exhibiting to a ecriticising and skeptical
world, The essentials are: The existence
ol God, the responsibility of man, the hein-
ousness of sin, the accountability at the
judgment, the reward of those who are
Christ’s own and the punishment of those
who are not. The real question of to-day is:
Shall the Christian religion live?"”

TEN GREAT RELIGIONS.

A Universalist Prencher Declares the Old
Testament to be Obsolete.

At Christ Ugiversalist Church, Sixth
avenue, last night, Rev., W. 8, Williams
talked on “The Ten Great Religions.” He
said the masses do not think for themselves,
and especially is this so in religious matters,
They aceept what is oftered to them with-
out a gquestior., Every msn shoald
know more than one religion. His
religions belief is but the ouigrowth
of other religions, and he eannot understand
his own 1 he does not know what others be.
lieve. He who does not see beyond him-
self, does not kunow himselt, To know but

one religion causes man to be parrow- |

minded. Christianity is not the only re-
ligion. Ewer sinoe time was man has been
making himsel! known to men through the
medium of many religions. Even to-day
there are relizions more powerful than
Christianity, although that is the supreme
one.

Then there are dead relizions, That one
taught in the Old Testament is a dead relig-
ion, and we have no more authority to base
our religious beliets on the teachings ol the
0Old Testament thaa on the doctrines of the
Chinese on the ancient idols of the Nile.
The Old Testament made up the religion
known as Judaism, and it is no more asso-
ciated with Christianity thau the teachings
of Mohnmmed.

The speaker then deseribed the ten relig-
jons of the world and showed where Chris-
tianity—the eleventh—was superior to them
all.
